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Medical Ed ucation of the .Public Through the Press

Alodial news as it appears in the press 
may he class!tied into three types oi mater¬ 
ial: (1) news matter; (2) syndicated health 
columns; (A) feaiure articles. The news 
matter arises today from man)' sources. Ma¬ 
terial is accumulated from medical con - 
gresses, public health associations, din 
sheets of periodicals, medical organizations, 
and, in fact, from any medical activity what¬ 
ever. 

News naturally suffers more or less 
from handling by persons not well inform¬ 
ed in medical matters. The reporter is com¬ 
pelled to depend on the souree of his infor¬ 
mation, and the haste in publication oi med¬ 
ical news coupled with news gathering 
methods, frequently permits large numbers 
of errors to creep into news reports in the 
press,. The errors in medical new s may he 
divided into groups. The typographical er¬ 
ror, or the wrong 1 use of medical wands, is 
one. Such errors can he corrected only by 
familiarizing some person on the news¬ 
paper staff with medical material. The 
second type of error is more serious—this 
is the publication of “new" discoveries in 
medicine that are in no sense of the w r ord 
either new or in any way established. The 
numerous unwarranted announcements of 
cures tor tuberculosis, for cancer and for 
pneumonia hire become the bane of medical 
life. The moment such announcements are 
broadcast, physicians are besieged by pat¬ 
ients for information which they are unable 
to give, because the newness oi the dis¬ 
covery does not warrant any accurate judg¬ 
ment. Moreover, the experience of the past 
has shown that none of these discoveries is 
in any way to he relied on, since the mere 
fact that they have appeared first in the 
press and run in the regular organs of pub¬ 
lication of medical science is suiiieient to 
stamp them with a certain amount ot sus-

piciou. After each of these announcements 
is made in the press, letters and t el eg r aim 
pour into the headquarters of the American 
Medical Association asking as to the au¬ 
thenticity of the report, and in many in 
stances inquiring whether a trip to the 
shrine ot healing will he worth wdiile. And 
it is a pit tin 1 task to write the letters th it 
will carry disappointment and the informa¬ 
tion that impending death cannot he ward¬ 
ed off. 

Now let us contrast with these am 
noimaanents, merely for the sake of con¬ 
trast, two notable discoveries of recent 
years, which came through newspaper 
channels properly to the public —the dis 
covery oi insulin and the work on scarlet 
fewer In these eases, arrangements wen- 
made by authorities in the institutions in 
which the work was done to issue stat-n 
ments through authentic channels, hence 
such publicity as was given was sound as m 
content, and thoroughly considered as to 
any possible effects it might have. Colt 
trust with the careful development of re 
search and investigation in connection with 
these discoveries the utter lack of any basis 
for many of the “new discoveries” announc¬ 
ed from time to time in the press, and you 
will see why medical news is being viewed 
with suspicion more and more by news¬ 
paper editors, and why physicians interested 
in publicity through the press arc becoming 
more and more anxious to develop some 
rout me method for securing the publica¬ 
tion of authoritative material. 

Let me turn then to some ot the plain 
which have been devised at the headqmr 
ters of the American Medical Association 
for checking medical news at the source, 
and for providing newspapers wdth accurate 
facts regarding new medical discoveries 
In the handling of wtdical coil went ior 
and congresses, which constitute matter*'- 
of news,arrangements are made to secure 
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>timi each antlior, at least three weeks 
liulirninary to the meeting', an abstract 
: from two hundred to five hundred 
nds of the main points to be brought 
■ii in his address- These abstracts are 
ambled and then worked up into run 
ii lg accounts, which are sent to the large 
press sendees, including the Associated 
lScience Service, the United Press, 
the United News, the Consolidated Press 
aid the International News Service, Uv 
■udig directly to newspapers. In this 
'■ pv the newspapers; of the country are 
in a a led well in advance of the sessions 
vilh basic material, the accuracy of which 
on be guaranteed since it emanates di¬ 
ed 1c from tlie authors of the papers 
'dr 11 selves, and since the high lights are 
picked out and the general articles pre 
pared at the headquarters office of the 
American Medical Association by perstliss 
miliar both with medicine and with news 
iprr methods. 

If this method were to work ideally, 
rv, *p;ipers which publish the material as 
med through the large press services and 
the medical profession would he satisfied 
i e cry way as to the accuracy and char- 
. 'la of the material published. However, 
wr matter does not work out so simple as 
hat. In each large city where such con- 
h until its may he held, local new spapers are 
-isi'ms for special material of broader 
i.;v and interest than that issued through 
hr regular press sendees. As a result, 
peeial reporters are assigned to cover the 
mdnn, and each of these reporters is anv¬ 
il for an individual dory, a human inter- 
>■ --1 story or some special material that will 
pvt* his paper a special appeal. Not inf re 
icittly the reporter wall misinterpret re 
mirks heard indirectly, because of lack of 
wuiufic background, if the matter he a 
it uiifie one, or because of the lack of gen ■ 
.-■l pnwledge of the history of trends of 
Inehipment of medical practice and of the 
elal ship of medicine to the public, and 
igiecr results sometimes occur. On the 
vlmle, however, editors are beginning to 
realize more and more that medicine and 


science are special topics demanding men 
of special training, and it is interesting to 
find the same reporters year alter year as 
signed to cover medical conventions, at- 
temtping thus, through practical training, 
to develop special knowdedge that will make 
them more competent. 

Newspaper editors are. of course, eon 
fronted by a vast amount of publicity niai 
ter issued in the guise of news. One Chiea|r> 
editor stated that his paper had received 
within a single week' 3,000 pieces of mimeo¬ 
graphed publicity, not including movies 
and the drama. Such publicity matter, rep 
resenting, as it docs propaganda, is viewed 
with suspicion hv the majority of editors. 
And there are individuals, as well as medi ¬ 
cal organizations ol little merit, that are 
willing, for individual gain or commercial 
exploitation, to take advantage of the pun 
lie's desire for scientific news. It is in this 
connection that mention must he made oi 
the ‘‘publicity hound.” Owing to tack of 
scientific knowledge, the average reporter 
fid Is an easy prey to the medical exploiter 
of the press. It was Mr. Hingay of the De¬ 
troit News who said : 

" When you find one of these notoriety 
seeking doctors and get him into contact 
with an irresponsilliv and sensational news¬ 
paper man, von have a combination that will 
do more than any other one thing lo wreck 
all this effort to educate the public on the 
larger social values. 

We know that there exist, on the bor 
derlinc 4<f medical practice, exploiters in 
the field of plastic surgery, and cosmcl’c 
thcrapv particularly, who are not above tak¬ 
ing advantage of the foibles and vanity ot 
men and women, and who arc a hi c, through 
ilie public’s love of sensation, to secure 
space in many newspapers for details of 
miraculous results alleged tin he accom¬ 
plished. It is a question whether the news 
pe per is playing fair with its readers in the 
issuing of feature slories concerning such 
accomplishments without determining firs! 
whether sLich stories emanate from wunteis 
of known honesty or from publicity agents 
who arc willing to collect from the physician 
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who emplorfq them and from the newspaper 
to which the material may he sold. Editors 
will do well to scrutinize with care any 
newspaper item which gives undue protni- 
nenee to the remarkable skill of any indi¬ 
vidual physician. After all, the medical 
procedures that live arc not the property of 
any one man ! 

The only way in which any newspaper 
can protect itself against such material is 
to rely on a committee of a local medical 
organization, which will he able to provide 
information as to the scientific status of the 
men concerned and as to the actual basis for 
such discoveries. This recommendation has 
been ma.de and put into effect in many com¬ 
munities, and in each case the committee 
ot the county medical society is able to ad¬ 
vise newspapers that are anxious to co¬ 
operate in avoiding the machinations of the 
publicity hound. 

The newspaper health column is a. sig- 
nii icant development in modern health edu¬ 
cation methods, Perhaps twelve or fourteen 
such columns are being regularly syndi- 
aeted today, in addition to individual 
columns that are published in but a single 
paper. Such columns as those of Dr. Evans 
and Dr Brady represent the highest type of 
development of this form of medical edu¬ 
cation of the public. Frequently they an¬ 
nounce new discoveries, hut ahvays with a 
note of caution as to the status of the work. 
Sometimes they promulgate individual no¬ 
tions, but always with a clear understand¬ 
ing that the notion is individual with the 
Columnist. There can be no doubt that 
properly conducted columns of this kind 
are a valuable feature in the medical educa¬ 
tion ot the public. It is significant in this 
connection that certain "patent medicine' 1 
advertisers make their advertising simu¬ 
late the health column in order to attract 
the unwary, This exploiting of the health 
column brings in, in a hidden manner, the 
names ot secret preparations which must be 
secured at a drug store, and the purchase of 
which results in profit to the advertiser. The 
advice is in no sense of the word disinter¬ 
ested or scientific. 


More and more newspapers are now ask¬ 
ing for complete consideration of special 
topics. In the preparation of such feature 
articles, it is. of course, desirable that th‘ 
source of the material be competent and 
disinterested. 

It is generally well known that feature 
articles are manufactured to fit special oc¬ 
casions, and their development frequently 
represents the work of weeks or of months. 
In many instances, such feature articles are 
written by men noted for their contributions 
to medical education of the public. The 
medical writer who respects the ethics ofj 
his profession wall not build a i eat lire art? 
cle merely for. the opportunity of selling il. 
but will limit himself to such matters a- 
constitute actual education. It is a simple 
matter to exploit the half-baked discover} 
of some enthusiasitc medical investigator as 
an achievement. It is a far more difficult 
matter to prepare in a form that is interest 
ing and instructive to any lay reader the 
scientific developments that are on a thor¬ 
ough basis and that constitute established 
medical knowledge. 

In a discussion of these matters before a 
society of newspaper editors in Washing 
ton, I). C., I called attention particularly I ■ 
the difficulties in educating the public n 
such matters as venereal disease because t 
the attitude of some editors toward the use 
of even the names of these diseases. The 
inconsistency of the attitude which will re¬ 
fuse to permit the use of such terms in a 
sane discussion of matters of health but 
which will embark in the same paper on the 
most putrescent details of some shocking 
crime has been confusing to most rational 
brains. In this connection, a more sane at 
titude is developing on the part ot \h i 
press. Indeed, many newspapers took ex 
eeption to the criticism made on that oc¬ 
casion. and the Louisville Courier-Journal, 
in a comment, stated boldly, “This paper 
has never hesitated to use the word ‘syph¬ 
ilis’.’’

Wc have heard much, in recent years, about “educating the public" to the propw 
appreciation of achievements in various pursuits, both scientific and non-scientific. Citi- 
cn < have been implored and beseeched to become “air-minded" and “tree-minded,“ etc.. 
I'ul i<ne trouble lias always been that Mr. Average Citizen and his wife have too often 
i ini “absent-minded" as far as taking interest in, and advantage of, measures which 
iv i > dical profession has developed in an effort to prevent disease. And yet, one would 
a.ml, !hat avoidance of bodily disease would be interesting to these individuals from the 
’. i.dn,,int of escape from pain and suffering if not from the economic loss incident to 

i ii,-. It is a sad commentary that many persons insist upon vising highly-refined gaso¬ 
line and oil in a thousand-dollar car, and still have a serene disregard for what type of 
. H*d and drink they themselves consume, and an attitude of indifference to proved 
met hods of keeping their own bodies mechanically perfect. And, unfortunately, re- 
i.im.f -s by their physicians that typhoid vaccine, toxin-antitoxin and vaccination should 
1 ■' dojie, are too often interpreted as living simply solicitations for more revenue. 

New advances in medical science have always been looked upon with suspicion, 
ml the Creator never conferred upon us any boon or blessing which Elis Satanic Majestv 
u n 1 1 immediately start disparaging. 

But there is a vast number of intelligent people who would eagerly accept services 
hadi offer a reasonable chance of success in preventing illness, and who look to us to 
advise them when these services are available. They have no way of otherwise knowing. 
We are their Health Counselors and we must be worthy of their trust, and devise ways 
:irnl means, of acquainting them of what we hare to offer The comparatively few persons 
■dm “don’t believe" in, and refuse to accept what we know to he good, may lie disregarded, 
heir disbelief perhaps being nature’s way of eradicating them by disease and thus biologic 
l\ raising the standard of intelligence- Ear be it from us to interfere with nature in the 
< Of some of these persons wdiose loud and raucous brayings influence only a few easily- 
pCP-traded folk, and them for only a short time. 

The public is becoming educated in health matters, but what an education they are 
.•citing 1 They are being told through the printed word that one concoction will erne 
■ .mlrnff. That another is the long sought remedy which w ill loosen their bonds of slug 
: Tm-vs. That sunshine does mellow and that without yet another mixture, their halitosis 
T “ h (>/’ will lose them their friends. These and a thousand other fantastic claims 
re being brought to the attention of the readers of daily and weekly sheets, and are taken 
lim tug some scientific foundation because they carry the approbation of v arious famous 
'■•dors (with photographs) from other lands. We should he happy that the manufic- 
n i s of some of these products have had to seek endorsements in remote places where 
-maps the line between truth and fiction is not as finely drawn among doctors as it is 
Mi,erica. But at present this is nearly the only kind of information which is being dbi- 
ii'iuated. and most of it is misleading. 

Health Education, it occurs to me, should begin with the child, lie should “be 
brought up in the wavy he should go." This means that health instruction should lie taught 
l ie public schools by physicians only and that much care should he used in planning a 
m e which, while being comprehensive, should he well limited in extent so that the 
pi ]) I would not have the dangerous impression that he or she was capable of diagnosing 
r renting, and should not attempt these feats in the family circle. But if one has no 
da r tangible possession, hr is at least owner of his ow n body, and should have a general 
i'.ea ■!. to what constitutes proper care of it. 

The puli lie health committee and the publicity committee of our Soeieiv have not 
been idle, and in the near future wc are expecting a report on this subject, with recoin 

ii lulntiom as to our policy-

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WHAT’S WRONG WITH PHARMACY? 

Jn January, 1817, Dr. Lyman Spaulding submitted to the Medical Society 
of the County of New York a project for the selection of a "National Pharma¬ 
copoeia.” The Society with the cooperation of many State Medical Societies, 
Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons, Medical Schools, Pharmacy Schools and a 
selected body of registered pharmacists, and after many months of arduous 
work, brought out what was then recognized as the first official book of stand¬ 
ard formulas in practical use in the practice of medicine. 

Since that time the U. S. Pharmacopoeia and National Formulary have 
been revised approximately every 10 years until these books are recognized by 
students of medicine and pharmacy as a basic medium in the practice of medi¬ 
cine and the practice of pharmacy. 

The past year of 193 0 was outstanding in two respects, namely: The 
decided falling off of patent medicine development and advertising to the laity 
and secondly to the remarkable increase of similar preparations produced by 
pharmaceutical manufacturers and offerd to the physicians; with a correspond- 
j ing compliance of the physicians of the country in accepting and prescribing 
these same preparations. 

The modes of preparing and dispensing medicines have gradually de¬ 
veloped and certainty, with the increased requirements and training, pharma¬ 
cists are better prepared to anticipate the needs of the medical profession than 
ever before. 

It is hoped that physicians generally will sense this condition and return 
to the practice of prescribing medicines of known ingredients as outlined by 
the U. S, P. and the N. F.
